V IE N N A , Austria, July 26— Establishment of a military 
court to try the1 slayers of Chancellor Englebert Dolfuss was 
approved by the A ustrian cabinet today. 
I he cabinet council 
was presided over by Prince Ernst Rudiger V onStarheim herg, 
leader of the Fascist I leimwehr and Vice-Chancellor in the 
Dolluss ministry, w h o took over provisional leadership of tin* 
cabinet from Nutt Schuschnigg, acting chancellor. 
Prince V on Starheim berg dashed here by airplane from 
Italy to be present at the m o m en to u s session of the cabinet. 
I lu re will be no appeal from the decision of the military court 
which will t r y the killers of the Chancellor, it w as decided. 
Vt hat ever sentences the military court imposes will be final 
and, it was expected, will be carried out without delay. 
T he Cabinet also approved the proposal m ade by Von- 
Starheimberg to grant am nesty to all members of the I leim­ 
wehr w ho are imprisoned for participation either in the fight­ 
ing last February w h e n the Socialists made an attem pt to 
overthrow the Dolfuss regime, or in yesterday’s lighting. A m ­ 
nesty, in fact, was granted all m em bers of the H eim w ehr 
under arrest for any offense. 
This action, liberating all m em bers of Prince VonSt ar- 
heim berg’s Fascist “ arm y ’ which was C hancellor Dolfuss s 
most powerful support, w as regarded an indication of the d o m ­ 
inance of Prince V onStarheim herg in the present situation. 
I lis presiding at the cabinet m eeting instead of Schuschnigg 
was r e g a r d e d by some observers as an indication of his e v e n ­ 
tual succession to the C hancellorship.

I lis w ork is completely regulated 
by it, and members of the union are always given preference 
in the aw arding of jobs. So this alleged right to abstain from 
union membership is merely freedom to starve. Membership 
is, in effect, compulsory. 
Conditions of w ork and w ages for all Italian workers 
are fixed by collective contrac ts negotiated between the em 
ployers and governm ent-appointed officials of the sydicate.

A definite check is put upon the expansion of every plant 
and every industry. Governme nt permission is required for 
the construction of branches of an established concern, or the 
construction of new factories.
